ENGLAND'S WAR STRENGTH. 


In the army estimates for the present 
year, as brought before the House of 
Commons on March *th, we are shown 
on paper that England has at the pre- 
sent moment an army of 106,275 men, 
with 372 guna, exclusive of those oo 
colonial duty. Of the former, according 
to the same authority, there are 43,75 
rank and file of infantry with their regi 
ments, and 7,1) with the brigade ae 
But after subtracting the lads 
under twenty of age, who cannot be 
considered, from their youth, as tit for 
hard work im the field, and whe in any 
other country in Europe would be put 
under the bead of “ conserip 
cruits, and after deducting 
plisoners, men aoting to complete, 
and—what is a very large item, indeed, 
at the present day—deserters, the num 
ber of effective bayonets in England 
dwindies de to W272 Iu other 
words, vuld place in line a force 
about owe fourth less than a single Ger 
man army corps, of which that country 
has, besides all its reserves, no less than 
sixteen at the present day. If we turn 
te the cavalry, a still greater contrast 
presenta itself, Exclusive 
regiments serving in India, there are 
seventeen corps, or, iucluding the three 
regiments of household troops, twenty 
regiments serving in the Unted King 
dom. Of these few, if any, could bring 
inte the fleld more than 250 effective 
men and horses. This would give a 
t 1") cavalry, scattered 
Ragland aud Ireland, or some ¢ 
of what is te be found in each German 
army corps.

inte which the land forces of Germany 
are at this moment divided. Many per- 
sons in England have a sort of hazy, un- 
detined idea that there exists somewhere 
or other a body of men called the army 
reserves, and that when, if ever, the day 
of trouble comes upon them, they sbould 
only have to draw upon these reserves, 
as a wealthy man might do on the un 
employed funds at bis banker's, and 
thus the strength of the regiments would 
thenceforth be more than sufficient to 
compete with any known enemy. But 
when we come to facts, matters look 
somewhat different. The army reserves, 
setting aside pensioners, number on 
paper little more than 7,000 men, and of 
these it is well known in the service that | 
more than one-half, if wanted for daty, 
would be returned as not forthcoming. 
| A» for the militia, the men have, no 
| doubt, in them the making of excellent 
| soldiers, but they have as yet neither 
the physical stamina nor the training to 
take the field in a campaign, and it 
would require at least eight or ten months 
continual drill apd barrack discipline to |
